The reference (s) of record do not teach or suggest, either singularly or in 
combination at least the limitation of "a third semiconductor layer of a second 
conductivity type provided on said second semiconductor layer, said third 
semiconductor layer having a shape such that a part in the surface of said second 
semiconductor layer is exposed; a surface electrode provided on said third 
semiconductor layer; an active layer, for reducing the work function of said second 
semiconductor layer, provided on the exposed part in the surface of said second 
semiconductor layer; and backside electrode provided on the second surface of said 
semiconductor substrate, wherein a minimum interval 2L between parts of said third 
semiconductor layer, facing each other while sandwich the exposed part in the surface 
of the second semiconductor layer, is 0.2 pm or more but 2 pm or less " for claim 1 .
